was relatively plentiful. There wa« little physical 
danger resulting from war. - 
But there was civilian effort comparable in many 
linaa with that of any warring country. Except in. 
Serves ike Heart of Southern Alberta’s Wheat Belt war industry there was a tremendous shortage of 

labor, a shortage felt in every phase of work. Avail¬ 
able labor was largely untrained, in many instances 
overage or underage, a fact'^which put an ever- 
mounting burden of work on those who were trying 
to hold together the littla businesses and farms for 
the boya "who were fighting overseas. There was 
shortage of materials, with every civilian need sac¬ 
rificed to the equipment of fighting men. There were 
government restrictions yi the furtherance of war 
effort that closed up many a small shop, with result¬ 
ant loss of years of labor and capital. Government 
regulations, forms and impositions, have reached 
into the most insignificant type of operation to a 
degree undreamed of by home-coming boys. They 
have become a part of business. There was no free 
movement of labor round the country. Selective 
service regimented the worker to an extent unreal¬ 
ized by those who left Canada a few years agq. 

It is true that business flourished, in the sense that 
there was demand for everything on the shelves, or 
that could be produced. But the income tax stepped 
in with such hungry hand, tha(t most civilian busi¬ 
ness working extra hours and short-handed, would 
have been financially better off to have worked half¬ 
time instead of overtime. But the civilian desire 
has been to put forth maximum effort in order that 
the home business would be in good working shape 
when the boys return, thus assuring more jobs. The 
income tax took much of the actual profit to finance 
the war.

Creating new safety measures, 
the Alberta Town and Rural Plan¬ 
ning Board has issued new regu¬ 
lations that provide np sigma shall 
be erected within 600 feet of a 
railway crossing or turn in the 
road. 

, Details of the new regulations 
have just been obtained by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association. 

Directional signs will be permit¬ 
ted outside of any city, town or 
village, provided that the board’s 
approval is obtained. Such signs 
shall not be more than three feet 
high and two feet wide. An an¬ 
nual license fee of $2 must be paid 
to the board for each sign. 

The regulations also provide that 
the board’s approval must be ob¬ 
tained for the design, location and 
construction of any building, or 
part of a building for a filing sta¬ 
tion, garage, or refreshments. 

Plans for tourist camps also 
must have the board’s approval.

No, the civilian world has not come through the 
war unscathed. Anxiety for those overseas has rid¬ 
den the hours and the days of families at home. 
Overwoik has taken its toll in scores of- ways. If the 
countryside, the little towns and the cities appear 
normal to those who return, it has been through pro¬ 
digious and to a great extent unselfish effort. 

Will the returned men, think of these things’? 
They arr admittedly colorless in comparison with 
the heroic deeds of Canadians in far lands. But they 
have their part, a quiet but necessary part. They 
furnished the money that kept the armed services 
fed, clothed, sheltered anil equipped with the best. 
They have held business together against great 
handicaps and if there is employment available‘for 
those who return it is because of incalculable home 
effort during the war years. 


while he has been risking his life. Some of us real¬ 
ize that civilians have been having their own trou¬ 
bles and plenty of them. But this knowledge isn’t 
general enough amongst the boys, nor enough ap¬ 
preciated. In time they will find out, when they 
start in business or have to find jobs in order to live. 
But I don’t like to think of them belittling what has 
been done at home. There should be mutual recogni¬ 
tion of effort.” 

Perhaps this is a good thought. At any rate it is 
a recognition on the part of one man that Canadians 
at home have also played their part. Superficially, 
to a man returned from the devastation of Europe 
and the self-denials of Britain, Canada may look un¬ 
touched by war. It is true no bombs have fallen, no 
homes have been destroyed, nights were unbroken 
by enemy menace, lights burned brightly, and food 


posed as a wartime measure. 

With the federal .lifted, the con¬ 
trol of these filling and service sta¬ 
tions, including the fixing of open¬ 
ing and closing hours, rests with 
the municipal or provincial author¬ 
ities.

People are us¬ 
ually violently in supp&t of these 
mysterious creatures or violently 
against them. Frances Wain- 
wright in the Ame ican Mercury, 
writ a about cats, under the head¬ 
ing “The Unearthly Cat.” She 
says there is no other word to de¬ 
scribe the cat, and the strange 
place it holds in national supersti¬ 
tions and mythology. The Egyp¬ 
tians worshipped The Cat, and ap¬ 
pointed High Priests to attend its 
wants. The ancient Scots, French, 
Italians, Spaniards knew tha cat 
was unlike any other animal, wild 
or domestic. It walked apart from 
all others of God’s creatures, and 
they tossed it into flaming pyres 
or ovens because only fire has the 
power to destroy evil. 

The writer says: “The dog is a 
warm-hearted fellow. The ho-se is 
obviously fond of man as a com¬ 
panion. Even the ponderous cow 
shows certain amiable reciprocity 
for our looking aft,er her. But the 
cat remains as coldly alien as the 
moon. Probably pussy is the first 
animal man took into his house, 
but after all these ages, what has 
the cat become? Nothing at all. 
It remains itself. It does not love 
us-mcr hate us. It is totally with¬ 
drawn into its own enigmatic self. 

“Even considered as a wild ani¬ 
mal the cat does not conform. It 
lacks in warm g ve-and-take with 
fellow cats, 'hnd its ways do not 
conform to regular customs of 
zoology. Watch a deg eating. He 
gulps and bolts with natural racial 
memory of savage days when at¬ 
tack might come any moment. But 
not so the cat. It approaches its 
meal with sleek, disdainful leisure, 
sniffs and toys, and at last par¬ 
takes with the same serene self- 
ccntredness that it does everything 
else. It is as though never had 
anything dared to molest a cat at 
its feeding, as if it lived in a magic 
circle. 

“It is natural for animals to re¬ 
act with friendliness toward peo¬ 
ple in whom they sense kindness. 


They are humbled by chastisement. 
But to all these commqn modes the 
cat is a contemptuous stranger. It 
may sicken to death, but it wants 
no comforting. It- wishes to die 
alone. 

“A cat will not labor for us, nor 
love us except for practical ad- 
vant g'. What calls a cat that it 
leaves its home in an instant and 
never comes back? What whispers 
into its peaked ears, so that it 
abruptly stops purring or groom¬ 
ing and peers with unhuman, un¬ 
animal intentness at nothing? 
Vvho or what is it serving? 

“The wild animals, the humans 
and the domestic animals of this 
earth, we can somewhat under, 
stand and be comradely with. But 
the cat we do not^know and shall 
never understand. Ti.e cat is un¬ 
earthly.”

F-Lt. Lloyd Peterson, R.C.A.F., 
who hai returned eafely after 3 Vi 
years in a German prison camp, is 
very reluctant to speak of his pri¬ 
son camp experience from a 
personal angle. But when it was 
suggested that there are certain 
phases which it is to public ad¬ 
vantage to know, he consented to 
tell something of what he had 
experienced. 

First of all. respectYig Red 
Cross parcels, he believes that if it 
had not been for the food from 
Red Cross parcels very few, of the 
prisoners would have come back, 
end ce.tamly they would not have 
been in condition to recuperate as 
r.'ip dly as many of them have 
been doing. These parcels were 
literally l.fe-savers. 

During the years 1942 and 1943, 
the Red Cross parcels came 
through very satisfactorily and 
were a great boon to the camps. 
But in 1944 when German trans¬ 
port systems were disrupted, the 
parcels naturally we-* n«<- •«* 

regular in arrival. The move¬ 
ment of other materials took 
precedence over Red Cross pa.;...— 

Another great service to which 
F.-Lt. Peterson gives unqualified 
praise for easing the lot of prison¬ 
ers was the “Piisoher-of-War 
Relatives Association”—Canadian 
headquarters for the association 
was Montreal, with Mrs. Assilon 
president. This organization did 
marvellous work for the boys, act¬ 
ing as go-between for prisoners 
and relatives, making suggestions 
to next of kin respecting types 
and quantities of articles to be put 
in parcel, securing government re¬ 
gulations that would permit more 
food in parcels gnd functioning in 
a scope of ways to aid the boys 
ir. camps as well as kinsfolk at 
home. _ 

Another institution which built 
up morale in camps and was also 
a medium through which contacts 
could be made was the Canada 
Club of the prison camps. 

Speaking of the prisdn camps 
with which he was familiar Ft.-Lt. 
Peter on says Canada clubs per¬ 
formed many useful functions. In. 
st tuted primarily to help the mor¬ 
ale of incoming boys, and to bring 
together all Canadians, they gath¬ 
ered for discussion of their home 
land, bringing together viewpoints 
find individuals from every section 
of the Dominion. Through this 
medium they had a sort of collective 
opinion to express in writing to 
(, 'e legion and other organiza¬ 
tions. They were concerned with 
re-establishment on their return. 
It served to keep alive a Canadian 
Sj ir t. extended comradeship and 
n a le things much pleasanter in 
the day to day routine. 

Another service of the Canada 
clubs with wh ch Ft.-I.t. Peterson 
was familiar was “welfare work” 
oa ’ e q’f of new arrivals. These 
ili rs, brought down and imprison¬ 
ed wera without any of the neces¬ 
sities of living. So the “cigarette 
f. n i” was kept operating to pro¬ 
vide them with cigarettes. Soap 
and certain toilet articles were 
also gifts from the “pool,” which 
made life a little less bleak for 
the newcomers. 

One Canada Club put on a play 
“Toy Meet; Gir',” with all-Cana¬ 
dian direction and cast. 1 This 
dramatic' effort put on five per¬ 
formances in the theatre which 
seated 250. There were four girl 
characters, and the costumes were 
secured from the dtamatif society 
and through the Germans. 

At one place the iboys had a 
swap-shop, which looked like a se¬ 
cond-hand Jew store, and carried 
everything from dice to clothing. 
The boys sold or traded what they 
did not need, for what they did 
went. Shoes, for example, might 
be traded for a pipe. Cigarettes 
he'd almost the place of currency, 
and formed Che basis of most val¬ 
ues. Aiticles were worth' a cer¬ 
tain number of cigarettes. 

Ft.-Lt. Peterson wears a watch 
which is an assembly of eight or 
ten other watches. It is a 15-

He explained .that he could give 
no overaH p.cture of German 
camps, because they varied great¬ 
ly, and one could speak only from 
personal experience. The first 
camp in which he was imprisoned 
was mainly an army camp, and the 
airforce compound in which air¬ 
men were segregated seemed very 
restricted. The army men had 
work and more freedom. The N. 
C.O’s and a.rforce were forbidden 
wotk. The diet at this timt was 
very poor. There was a particu¬ 
larly obnoxious form of dried Ger¬ 
man fish, called Klipp fish, which 
was served with turnips about 
thipa days a week. It had a very 
strong taste, and some of the boys 
couldn’t stomach it. The other 
days they had plain turnip. They 
were allowed about four average 
slices of German bread daily. 
W hen the Red Cross parcels began 
to arrive regularly, the -boys 
were inclined to trade their Ger¬ 
man bread for Canadian biscuits. 
But the medical officer advised 
tiiem to eat the coarse German 
bread for roughage value, which 
they did. 

After moving to about ten dif¬ 
ferent camps. Ft.-Lt. Peterson 
said the last prison camp in which 
he spent about a year, was by. far 
the best. It was Stalag Luft 1, at 
Batth, and was a German propa¬ 
ganda camp. That is, it was in the 
nature of a model camp, to 
which correspondents and observ. 
e.s might be taken. It compared 
with German piison camps in Can¬ 
ada, and was infinitely more com¬ 
fortable than most others. The 
officers’ camp was very good, 
with rations better, a chance for 
sport, and such amenities. 

In communication the prisoners 
were allowed to send out two letter 
cards and four postcards monthly, 
and there seemed no restrictions 
on incoming mail. All was censor¬ 
ed very rigidly, however. A let¬ 
ter from home took about four 
months to arrive. 

..One of the most interesting sou¬ 
venirs that Ft.-Lt. Peterson has 
Lrought home is a scrapbook, or 
“War-time Log,” which was added 
to bit by b t during the period of 
imprisonment, and contains a var¬ 
iety of material. These scrapbooks 
were sent to the prisoners-of-war 
by the Y.M.C.A. and offered one 
good outlet for employment of the 
slowly passing hours. 

The scrapbook which the local 
flier treasures offers glimpses of 
the thoughts and pursuits which 
must be very common amongst al¬ 
lied prisoners. It includes contri 
butions from talented fellow pris¬ 
oners. and references to camp per¬ 
sonalities. The dedication verse 
or. the front page is done in beau¬ 
tiful script. The young man who 
did the work completed a book for 
p esentation to the King, and since 
his release he has been appointed 
assistant to the King’s scriptist. 

The bookcontajns samples of the 
i'ttle Canada Club paper which 
circulated through the camp, con¬ 
tain ng breezy bits of news out of 
letters from various parts of Can¬ 
ada. It carried word of promotions 
in rank for the boys behind barbed 
wire, and even had a little column 
of sto k news. 

Brilliant color sketches in the 
b^ok are the work of another 
friend whose family sent him 
pcints to keep his pie-war talents 
from rusting. 

There are many quotations in 
fine script from some of the great, 
minds of the world. One of these 
is Prime Min ster Churchill’s com¬ 
ment o*i the feeling of a war p-is. 
oner. This sentiment and wording 
seems to strike closely to the real¬ 
ity, and was considered very ac¬ 
curate and worth remembering. 

One section of the scrapbook is 
devoted to snapshots from home, 
and snapshots of various groups in 
different camps. Some of the 
camp p'etures are not very clear, 
but the wonder is that such rric- 
tures were possible at all. It is 
just the evidence of what combined 
ingenuity could devise when need, 
or desire, was great. One snap¬ 
shot shows a set of chessmen made 
out of soap, and similar evidence 
of achievement. 

Amongst other souvenirs in the 
book is a German leaflet that at¬ 
tempt to escape would be no long¬ 
er considered as a sport, and is¬ 
suing a most blood-chilling warn¬ 
ing.
